In a nation founded by immigrants, immi- 
grants in the U.S. are not given the respect they 
deserve. At a press conference on Friday April 
6,2007, one of the busiest days for clergy, Good 
Friday, the Catholic Campaign for Immigration 


Reform stood in front of the rotunda at San 
Jose's City Hall with Catholic priests, Jewish 
rabbis, local dignitaries and social activists such 
as Dolores Huerta who said, “We know that im- 
migrants are contributing to society.

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Predatory loans not a new practice

Alex Bañuelos has been in 
the Real Estate business for ap- 
proximatel y twenty years. Bañuelos 
says that the recent attention given 
to sub-prime loans, predatory prac- 
tices, unscrupulous lenders and loan 
agents, “is a problem that has been 
going on for years and everyone 
[within the industry] was well aware 
of the consequences for consumers 
and rode the profit wave anyway.” 

Bañuelos owns Equity Real 
Estate Inc. and Home loans, located 
on South White Road in San Jose, 
servicing consumers in the Bay 
Area. Bañuelos chose not to do these 
loans and says, “These are not new 
loans or new practices, these are 
practices that have been going on 
in this industry forever. They are 
just a more aggressive form of old 
practices.” 

Bañuelos believes that the 
flood of media attention that has 
recently been given to these preda- 
tory practices is not as a result of 
the local “Mom & Pop” losing 
their home but as a result of the 
high delinquency rates, foreclosure 
rates and reports from the Security 
Exchange Commission (SEC), and 
Housing and Urban Development 


(HUD), coupled with complaints 
from venture capitalists and “the big 
wigs” on Wall Street whose assets 
are now being negatively affected. 

He highlights programs such 
as zero-down loans, calling them 
the “silver bullet” or a quick way 
to close a deal and collect a com- 
mission check, for lenders, loan 
agents, and brokers. Zero-down 
borrowers are deemed more likely 
to default, and when they do default, 
the lender is more likely to lose 
money. These loans have led some 
consumers down an ominous but 
predictable path. 

The Community Reinvestment 
Act enacted by the Congress in 1977 
was originally designed to force big 
banks into lending to people in the 
communities in which they operate 
including moderate-to—low-income 
people. Although it was a benefit to 
some consumers, it also required 
banks to fulfill a quota, evaluated 
periodically, adding pressure to 
banks to give out a certain amount 
of high-risk loans that may have 
led to the overwhelming amount 
of delinquent loans and homes in 
foreclosure we are seeing today. 

Bafiuelos says, “Everybody 
was aware of this, government agen- 
cies, Wall Street, lenders, loan offi-

been money” and warns “there is 
always going to be a predatory evo- 
lution in lending practices that will 
target Latino communities.” 

Bañuelos has some suggestions 
for Latinos and consumers looking 
to buy a home. “Beware of those 
who use misleading statements 
such as ‘We’re going to make your 
dreams come true’ or ‘Quit throw- 
ing your rent away’. Also of those 
who offer appliances such as new 
refrigerators, washers and dryers 
or furniture to lure you into sign- 
ing on a home loan, such deceptive 
marketing methods are intended 
to take the consumer’s focus away 
from important issues and financing 
terms.” 

The problem also lies in the fact 
that most agents either do not have 
the experience to guide the Latino 
community or they simply do not 
care. He says, “The best weapon to 
avoid being deceived is knowledge” 
and recommends that buyers insist 
on being oriented even before going 
out to look at properties.

deductions. The result is your tax- 
able income. Taxable income is 
matched to tax tables to determine 
your income tax liability. This tax 
liability could be reduced by a few 
credits, leaving you with your final 
tax liability. 

Tax Calculation #2 

However, each year more and 
more taxpayers are subject to the 
second tax calculation, the alterna- 
tive minimum tax. This tax was 
intended to ensure that higher 
income taxpayers, who may have 
lots of deductions and exemptions, 
pay some “minimum” income tax. 
Individuals who are subject to this 
tax will file form 6251 - Alterna- 
tive Minimum Tax - as part of their 
federal 1040 income tax return. 
The calculated tax is added to the 
regular income tax to determine the 
total tax due. 

The calculation for the AMT 
starts with the same taxable income 
figure that is used to determine the 
regular tax. 

This figure is modified by 
eliminating some of the deductions 
allowed for regular taxable income. 
Deductions eliminated include some 
of the itemized deductions, depen- 
dent deductions, qualified dividends 
and capital gains income. Itemized 
deductions eliminated include: state 
and local tax payments, any allowed 
miscellaneous itemized deductions 
and part of any allowed medical 


deductions and exemptions, pay some 


expenses. In addition to the add back 
of some of the itemized deductions, 
the $3,200 deduction allowed for 
each personal exemption is also 
added to determine the alterna- 
tive minimum taxable income. An 
exemption amount, based on your 
filing status, is then subtracted 
from AMT taxable income. The 
remaining figure is multiplied by 
either 25% or 28%, depending on 
your total income, to arrive at the 
alternative minimum tax. 

You pay the higher of the two 
tax calculations. 

This tax figure is then com- 
pared to your normal tax liability. If 
it is lower, you pay the normal tax 
amount as your current year income 
tax. If it is higher, the difference be- 
tween the two figures becomes your 
alternative minimum tax which gets 
added to your normal tax liability to 
determine the total income tax due. 
In effect, the higher AMT becomes 
your tax liability, but it is made 
up of two parts, the AMT and the 
regular tax. 

For years, there has been talk 
of fixing this tax. The effects of 
inflation subject more and more tax 
payers to it each year. 

The exemption amount has 
been increased for 2006, but this 
tax will still affect a lot of middle 
class taxpayers.

house and stands at the highest point 
in the Yucatan peninsula. Its noble 
residents had the most breathtaking 
views of green tropical forest and 
turquoise-ocean water. 

The architects of this build- 
ing were so precise that during the 
equinox people can see both the sun 
in the east and the moon in the west 
windows. 

Only 20% of the Tulum ruins 
have been restored, as opposed to 
80% of the ruins at Chichen Itza. 
The best time of year to visit this 
part of the world is January-April.
